KFY. PR. HOPKINS ANH COLONIZATION. 


A correspondent of the Presbyterian of 
New Yor k, writing from Newport R. I., 
furnishes some interesting reminiscences 
of the Rev. Dr. Hopkins—one of the fath­ 
ers of African Colonization— and of N . 
Gardner, an early settler of Liberia. 


I hose who pas:, through Division street, 
may perceive, on its eastern side, a house 
of moderate size and some antiquity,which 
was tin; residence of the celebrated Dr. 
Samuel Hopkins. 
Proceeding a little far­ 
ther, we arrive 
at 
the soot where he 
preached, now occupied by the Unitarian 
Church. 
His tmnh is in the beautiful and 
shaded (enclosure of tho Congregation#I 
Church. 
In gazing al the old parsonage, I 
could nut hut recall a statement of Mrs. 
Hopkins, that he would sometime* conte 
from that study, w bore he had been en­ 
gaged in the contemplation of the atoww- 
m eut, aud would pace that parlor floor for 
two or three hours, pressing Ilia hau ls to­ 
gether in a delight which amounted to 
testacy. 
Dr. Hopkins came to Newport in 1700, 
being then i i i the forty eighth year of life 
age. 
At this lune Newport was the sec­ 
ond town ta Now England, hut wa* by no 
means noted for it* piety. 
The church 
had been gathered by the venerable and 
apostolic Nathaniel Clap, wlio-« portrait 
•till hangs, in serene majesty, iii the vestry. 
Dr. Hopkins was the fourth pastor. 
M r. 
Hillier (or Helyer ) wa* settled na M r. 
C lap’s colleague, but died before hun. 
AI . 
Vmall was their third minister. 
T he rem iniscences of the slave trade • f 
former years may be the quickening eau • 
of .that sensibility on the subject, wiy- i

biographer of Hopkins tells us, that slave* v 
was at that time general throughout N 
England.

himself, while at Great Barrington, th** 
owner of a slave, whom lie sold behn** 
coming to Newport. 
Ile became, however, 
a zealous and consistent enemy of the

As has been said by Dr. Alexan­ 
der, in his History of Colonization, Hop­ 
kins firs', conceived the design of educat­ 
ing pious Africans, and qualifying theiu to 
return as missionaries to their own laud.— 
His labors had 
rem arkable success 'in 
breaking up the system of slavery in R . 
Island; 
and Ins self denying mu] rims* 
liberal contribution* to this 
cause] ar# 
worthy of alf praise, e«peci;Jly when con#. 
pared with the general ap itliy then prevail­ 
ing. 
Ile died nu the SOW) of Dee., I8 0 J. 
in til- WM year ..f his nge, aud the 6i)th o f 
hi* ministry. 
Newport Gardner ii an humbler numb, 
but closely connected with the abservations 
last made. 
He was a u n ite African, and 
was brought to this country in 1760, beio^ 
fourteen years of age. 
He pot (eased good 
powers, aud taught himself both to read 
and sing ; indeed lie composed a number 
of tunes, which were much admired,aud lie 
taught a large singing-school in this place. 
Ile never lost his vernacular African lan­ 
guage. 
Good Dr. Hopkins was drawn tie 
wards hts youth, while yet in bouduge, aud 
originated the effort which *e*ulted i i i Ina 
manumission. 
His master, Captain J, 
Gardner, allowed him to labor for his own 
profit ai odd hours.

A Pana correspondent’of the Commercial 
Advertiser says that enormous quantities 
of salt meat have of late arrived from the 
United States at the principal French ports. 
At Bordeaux it is sold at public auction in 
quantities of from two to six pounds, and 
at rales not exceeding uine cents a pound 
The writer says: 
" This beef is said to be taken from the 
beat parts of the animal, and makes an ex 
eel leu! pot aufeu 
The French method of 
freshening it, is to suspend it for one hour 
in a veaaet of tepid water, taking care that 
it does not touch tho bottom. 
I lie amus­ 
ing part of the history of the introduction 
of American salt beef into the French 
market is, that the impression is very gene­ 
ral here, that thia meat is derived entirely 
from the wild cattle that are supposed to he 
found in abundance in America, aud it is 
hinted that such an industry being capable 
of a large development on account of tim 
foreign demand that will go on from this 
time increasing, the French people should 
keep an eye to the matter.
